We were

a good dry camp,

storm as we set­ 
tled down to a 
quiet 
n i g h t ’ s 
rest, 
at 
peace 
with all the world, for that night any­ 
how. We were light hearted youngsters, 
and “ hom e" was wherever night over­ 
took na 
lo a loll of the storm the quick gallop 
of a courier was heard. 
In aa instant 
be reined up at the tent of oar com­ 
mander, Colonel Israel Garrard of the 
Seventh Ohio 
cavalry, to whom 
bo 
banded an order, which read: “ You 
will report for doty with your regiment 
within one hour from receipt of tins (or­ 
der, your troops to be supplied with 
two days* rations and 40 rounds of am­ 
munition per man, one ambulance to 
accompany your regim en t” This order 
had a businesslike ring. 
Under the adjutant’s order the chief 
bugler sounded “ boots aud saddles.” 
As the notes of the bugle fell upon the 
camp the cavalrymen thrust their heads 
out of their little “ put tents” and gave 
a cheer. 
Within a few minutes we were look­ 
ing back with lingering eyes upon our 
nice dry camp as we rode away in one 
of the heaviest downpours of rain we 
bad ever experienced. 
Reporting to the commander of our 
brigade, w e were informed that General 
John Morgan, with his division of “ reb­ 
el raiders,” 
was about to cross the 
Cumberland river on one of bis periodic­ 
al raids through Kentucky. 
This in­ 
formation was given to the troops and 
was received with tumultuous cheers, 
as we were particularly anxious to have 
a tilt with Morgan’s men. 
Our regiment, the Seventh Ohio cav­ 
alry (1,200 strong), was recruited in 
southern Ohio, in the counties border 
ing the Ohio river. 
A considerable por­ 
tion of General John Morgan's com­ 
mand was recroited from the counties 
of northern Kentucky, bordering the 
Ohio river directly opposite oar homes. 
Thus we were by no means stranger# to 
each other and may be said to have been 
neighbors. 
Our rubber “ ponchos” wore drawn 
tight over our shoulders as we took up 
our night march through tho downpour 
of rain. 
By midnight, we bad come to 
Fishing creek, near Mills springs, Ky., 
the scene of General Thomas' victory 
and Zolliooffer's death. 
This mountain 
stream was Bending down a torrent of 
water with heavy driftwood, against 
which no horse coaid stand, and was al­ 
together beyond fording, thus preclud­ 
ing our further progress that night. We 
bivouacked aa bait we could till day­ 
light, when, under great difficulty, we 
forded the raging torrent, with the loss 
of wily one horse— the rider being res­ 
cued by tho ready hands of his com­ 
rades. 
Arriving at the Cumberland river 
above Burksville, we found 
Morgau 
with his division of cavalry occupying 
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FORDED THE RAGING TORRENT. 
the so- th bank of the river. 
Fo a day 
or two we had skirmishing, “ give and 
take.” The river was fordable in many 
places, and we did not expect to hold 
Morgan on the south bank of the river 
if it was his desire to come over to our 
side. 
In fact, we rather preferred that 
he should come over. 
About July 4 
Morgan had found it possible to cross 
tho river at numerous fords, and we 
were called in from our picket duty to 
join in tho pursuit. 
This was the start of Morgan’s fa­ 
mous raid, which extended across the 
states of Kentucky, Indiana and Ohio. 
As soon as the raider chief took up his 
line of nrirch r jrthwnrd from the Cum 
berland river t. 3 officers iii command of 
the cavalry in pursuit determined to fol­ 
low him right in his own trail if it led 
them even to ‘ he state of Maine and not; 
at any 
me (o seek to b ud him off and 
not to be drawn aside on false scents 
for a single moment. 
As 
Morgan 
proceeded 
northward 
across the state of Kentucky he came 
across small garrisons of Federal troops 
guarding important places. 
A t Green 
River he called upon Colonel Moore of 


a Michigan regiment to surrender his 
force to save the effusion of blood. This 
Federal officer replied that bis superior 
officer had stationed bim at that point 
for the purpose of effusing blood, aud 
the effusion would begin right away if 
Morgan desired. 
Morgan accepted the 
challenge and made the attack, aud erne 
of his own brothers was killed at this 
point. 
Morgan did not have time to 
continue the attack and withdrew, con­ 
tinuing his march northward, with our 
pursuing force “ pushing him along.” 
We expected Morgan to turn east before 
striking the Ohio river, but iu this we 
were 
mistaken, as upon arriving at 
Brandenburg, 
some 40 
miles below 
Louisville, he seized passing steamboats 
and landed his force in Indiana. 
Fo l­ 
lowing his trail, we reached Branden­ 
burg juct in time to see Morgan's rear 
guard disappear over the river bank, go­ 
ing north in Indiana 
His rear guard 
stopped long enough to wave their hats 
at us and bid us goodby. 
The steam ­ 
boats they had used in crossing w* re at 
that moment bursting into flames and 
burned to the water’s edge, tied fast to 
the Indiana shore. 
Other steamboat# were hurriedly ob­ 
tained, and our pursuing force hastily 
transferred across the river, meu aud 
horses br ing tumbled aboard the boat* 
in quick order and tumbled off the boat* 
as quickly when on the other side. 
The app* arance of Morgan's men on 
the north baukof the Ohio river created 
consternation in Indiana and Ohio. The 
governor of Indiana called out the bmus 
guard to the number of 60,000, and a.- 
Morgan's advance turned toward Ohio 
tie governor of the Buckeye ."tab called 
60,000 “ squirrel hunters” into the field. 
At Corydon, Iud,, the Home guards 
gave the invaders a hr j >k little battle 
and delayed their advance for a brief 
time. 
General Hobson's pursuing col­ 
umn, of which the Seventh Ohio caval­ 
ry was a part, arrived at Corydon within 
a few boors after Morgan s departure. 
The citizens of Indiana received us with 
the greatest enthusiasm, and from the 
time of our arrival at Corydon until the 
end of our march at Buffington Island, 
O., a distance of about 800 miles, our 
line > f n arch was between two lines of 
people occupying each side of tho road 
— men, 
women aud 
children— laden 
with good things for us to eat, the prin­ 
cipal article being fried chicken. 
In 
truth aud literally there was 600 miles 
of fried chicken! 
It would seem that tho telegraph had 
announced 
our coming iu 
Morgan’s 
rear, aud at this announcement every 
man, woman aud child in Indiana and 
Ohio had begun to fry chickens for us— j 
though I desire to say bere that we did 
not belong to the colored troops— as the 
best thing they had to offer us, A t fir*t 
this article of diet was acceptable, but 
600 miles of fried chicken was more 
than we could stand! 
We begged the 
good people to telegraph ahead to stop 
this awful slaughter of chickens for our 
benefit and provide some hard tack and 
salt pork or they would kill us by their 
well meant kindness. 
i 
In onr procession of 300 miles be­ 
tween this double line of exciter! and 
patriotic citizens, these tens of th o u -, 
rands of citizens greeted us with one J 
song, and on’y one song, always the 
same— viz, * Rally Round 
the 
Flag, 
B oys." 
Tires 
we heard by day aud 
night, aud it is related tha* after tlie 
raid was over our commanded General 
Iio won, was taken sick with bn in fever, 
was confined to his bed serioc Jy 
in his delirium insisted upon singing 
"R ally Round the Flag, Boys. ” 
It urns. ' i borne iu mind that in 
Morgan’s rice across three states in 15 , 
dayV he swept bis lino of march, and ; 
for some distance on each side, absolute­ 
ly clean of horses, giving his own com­ 
mand frequent remounts, out leaving 
us, his pursuers, entirely without re­ 
mount for the whole distance. 
Boiled 
down to few words, Morgan's 
force 
had two horses for every man, while 
Hobson had two meu to caci) sadly worn 
horse. 
Morgan’s force when it started 
from tho Cumberland river was exceed­ 
ingly well mounted, having some of 
tho best blooded horses from Kentucky 
— horses capable of long 
and rapid 
marches. 
He set the "pegs” for us aud 
set them high every day. 
The longest 
march made by Morgan's command al 


one stretch was DO miles in 24 boons 
this being the jum p he made from a 
point in Indiana west of Cincinnati to 
W illiam sburg, O., on the east of Cin­ 
cinnati. 
Morgan’s force did not exceed 2,600 
troopers when he invaded the states 
north of the Ohio river, possibly 600 
less. 
I think 2,000 would be a fair fig­ 
ure to name for th© number of troops 
he led into Indiana. 
Our march across the state of Ohio 
was in many ways 
painful, as our 
horses were failing rapidly. 
Twenty- 
two hours’ marching out of each 24 was 
more than they could stand in their ex­ 
hausted condition. Our ambulance had

bet ii dropped loug ago, but our medical 
officers, 
mounted 
on 
th® ambulance 
horses, were with us. 
j 
We were now at home iii southern 
Ohio, aud many of the troopers of our 
regiment passed their own doorsteps, 
stopping only long enough to kiss the 
members of their families, and for a 
brief minute listen to their song of 
“ Rally Round the Flag. Boys,” and 
partake of some more fried chicken. 
At P ik t ton, <>., t 
home gunrds had 
delayed Morgan’s advance-, aud we be­ 
gun to pick up some of his stragglers. 
It looked 
now as though we might 
within a few hours more overtake him 
aud bring him to bay. 
On th e 
18th of July, our regiment, 
j with the Second Ohio cavalry and the 
Eighth Michigan cavalry, nil under the 
command of Colonel A. V. Kautz, was 
pushed ahead of Hobson’s column, aud 
at daylight of Ju ly ID struck Morgan's 
command in the valley of tbeObio river 
near Buffington Islaud, where the en­ 
emy had I teen delayed by fogs, waiting 
for daylight to cross the Ohio river. At 
tho moment of our arrival tho forces of 
General Judah had also arrived, com­ 
ing up the valley of the Ohio river, 
while we debouched from the river hills, 
aud the gunboats were holding the fords 
of the Ohio river. 
We were ordered to attack immedi­ 
ately, and under Colonel Garrard’s di­ 
rections I rode back aloug tho line of 
the Seventh Ohio cavalry, ordering the 
companies formed into columna of fours. 
Our numbers were few, aud I remember 
Lieutenant S an B. Johnson, who com­ 
manded Company M of our regiment, 
told me that he had buly one set of 
fours. 
Captain William T. Burton of 
Company B bad four or five sets of 
fours. 
Of cur entire regiment, 800 or 
DOO strong when we started from the 
Cumberland 
river, we did 
not now 
show up over 200 men, the remainder 
haviug been dismounted by reason of 
disabled hors* a ^ud scattered along our 
wrail for a distance of 500 miles. 
When 
the 
“ guidons” 
of General 
Hobson's advance fluttered in the breeze 
of the Ohio valley that July morning, 
Generals Morgan aud Duke knew that 
the jig was up. 
We formed within 
plain sight of Morgan's force, aud with 
but dight resistance to the Federal at­ 
tack Morgan’s entire force fled in dis­ 
order. 
We pursued as rapidly as the 


Colonel Garrard by a Confederate offi­ 
cer, who stated that Colonel Howard 
Smith and a 
few other officers aud 
men of M organ's command were in the 
woods near by, having been cut off from 
their command, aud knowing the use- 
lessness of further effort would surren­ 
der if an officer was sent to receive them. 
Adjutant Allen and Lieutenant McCol- 
g«n of the Seventh Ohio cavalry were 
rent to receive them and escort them to 
our lines. 
On the way to receive these Confed­ 
erate# they were met coming to our 
lines under escort of a sergeant o f the 
Eighth Michigan cavalry whom they 
accidentally met in the woods. 
These 
prisoners were received by the writer of 
these lines, who was greatly surprised 
to learn that General Basil Duke, Mor- 
; gan’s chief lieutenant, was in company 
with Colonel Howard Smith. 
General 
Duke bore himself with dignity, and I 
would uot have known that I had him 
with the other prisoners if one of his 
own men bad not accidentally disclosed 
his identity to me. 
One of the Confed­ 
erate officers with General Duke gave 
j me a little Confederate flag about the 
size of two bands. I accepted this little 
t flag aud asked the officer his name. 
He 
replied, “ Captain Hines.” 
I have the 
little flag yet. 
“ He jests at scars that 
never felt a wound,” 
This quotation 
suggests itself by reason of the fact 
that under the varying fortunes of war, 
: some months after the events written 
of in tho foregoing, in a sharp cavalry 
engagement in east Tennessee, I found 
myself a prisoner of war in the hands 
of the Fourth Kentucky cavalry, one of 
Morgan's regiments. 
The prisoners captured by the Seventh 
Ohio cavalry near 
Buffington Island 
were turned over to the Federal officer 
in charge of prisoners at Cheshire, O., 
and with til is our connection with the 
Morgan raid oudcd. 
General Morgan 
himself was not captured until some 
days later, bot the raid ended at Buf­ 
fington 
Islaud, 
and 
the 
subsequent 
flight of Morgan with his detachment 
of a few hundred men did not avail him 
anything. 
From the tim e of Morgan's landing 
on the Indiana side of the Ohio river 
ontil tho surrender at Buffington Is­ 
land 
uot 
less 
than 
100,000 
militia 
comprising the “ Home guard” were 
called into the field to "suppress him .” 
The force of veterans under General 
Hobson 
who 
pursued 
Morgau 
from 
"H art to finish” comprised about 3,000 
cavalry. 
Morgau gave us “ a good run 
for our money,” but we got there in 
spite of all his efforts to prevent na 
One eau but admire the dash, skill 
and courage of Morgau and Duke which 
enabled them to lead their 2,000 troop­ 
ers on such a raid. 
Soon after the close of this raid our 
regiment, 
the Seventh Ohio cavalry,

Nevertheless, she bad performed her ob­ 
ligations to the memory of the brave for 
13 consecutive years with religious de­ 
votion. 
When she arrived on the ground on 
this occasion, her nervous system re­ 
ceived such a shock that she was obliged 
to lean against a railing adjacent to 
save herself from falling. 
“ What is the meaning of this?” she 
murmured, closing her eyes and open­ 
ing them again in the expectation that 
she was laboring under an optical delu­ 
sion. 
The cause of the widow’s astonish­ 
ment was a change that had taken place 
in the grave since ber last visit. It was 
covered with flowers, it was bordered 
with evergreen plants, aud a handsome 
granite column rose at its head, with 
the subjoined inscription engraved in 
deep black letters: 
“ Sacred to the Memory of Edward C.

“ My name is 
Charles J. G ray— Judge Gray 
I am 
called in South Carolina—aud I am an 
ex-Coufederate soldier. 
I belonged to 
the Montgomery guards and served in 
the Army of Northern Virginia the last 
two years of the war. 
You most know 
— though perhaps you don’t— that some­ 
times Federal aud Confederate soldiers 
iu the field were excellent friends, es­ 
pecially when doiug outpost duty to­ 
gether, if I may use such a word. It of­ 
ten occurred that nothing but a fence 
separated our sentinels aud that, instead 
of tiring at each other, we chatted so­ 
ciably aud exchanged views on the situ­ 
ation.

We entered iuto conversation. 
I gave 
him a ping of tobacco, he g ive me some 
coffee, aud we became quite friendly. 
I bad not closed my eyes in two days. I 
was utterly exhausted aud would have 
given the whole world for one hour’* 
sleep ” 
r fellow, ’ said the widow, com­ 
miserating uot tile elegant gentleman 
iu front of lier, but the ragged, war­ 
worn soldier of one aud thirty years 
ago; “ it was terrible.” 
“ It was, madam. 
I told my Yankee 
enemy that I was ready to drop aud 
begged him uot to take advantage of 
me. 
Ho laughed. 
“ ‘Sit down on that stone,’ he said, 
'lean your back against the fence and 
sleep. 
I’ll wake you up wkeu your re 
Bcf conies along.’ 
“ It may seem incredible but I took 
his advice, thus placing my life in th© 
bands of a foe and a stranger. 
I slept,

ing his life in imminent peril. 
When 
half an hour later I got back to the 
guard tent, I learned that two other 
sentinels had been found asleep on their 
posts. 
They were shot next morning, 
aud now, madam, yon will, I trust, be 
no longer surprised at this monument I 
have erected to my preserver. ” 
The widow extended her band, while 
tears of pride and emotion rolled down 
her face. 
“ God bless yon,” she said; “ you 
have a noble h e a rt” 
Next day Mrs. Bowen received a let­ 
ter inclosing a treasury note for l l ,000, 
aud sine© then on the first day of every 
month she gets a check on the First N a­ 
tional bauk of Atlanta for $50.

I laughed at bis fears, but he said he 
was telling the truth. 
I finally became 
convinced myself that he may have had 
a premonition aud importuned him uot 
to go into the battle. 
He said it would 
uot do for him to get a sick leave, even 
if his health was bad— he was just 
about sick— for the boys would call him 
a coward. 
A braver boy never lived, 
and I told him so. 
I finally got his con­ 
sent to let me go to the lieutenant colo­ 
nel aud get him detailed for headquar­ 
ters work during the coming engage­ 
ment. 
I did so, being frank with the 
:o! aiel aud t< lliDg him e eery thing. 
He 
at once granted the request aud wrote 
out the desired order. 
I gave it to 
Frank that night aud thought he wa* 
safe. The next morning, however, he re­ 
fused to obey aud insisted that if be 
failed to go iuto battlo with the rest of 
as the boys would qaestion his bravery 
We went iuto the engagement, and 
Frank fell dead at the first volley from 
the enemy.”

We were 
h u g g i n g our- 
eel vee in congrat­ 
ulation over the 
fact that we had 
a good dry camp, 
aud palled our 
tent flaps tight 
to keep out the 
storm aa we M i­ 
lled down to a 
quiet n ig lit* a 
rest, 
at 
peace 
with all the world, for that night any­ 
how. We were light hearted youngsters, 
and “ home” was wherever night over­ 
took na 
In a lull of the storm the quick gallop 
of a courier was heard. 
In au instant 
be reined up at the tent of our oom- 
mander. Colonel Israel (J arr* rd of the 
Seventh Ohio cavalry, to whom he 
banded an order, which read; “ You 
will report for duty with your regiment 
within (me bour from receipt of this or­ 
der, your troops to be supplied with 
two days' ration* anti 40 rounds of ani 
munition j»*r man, one ambulance to 
accompany your regiment.*' This carder 
had a businesslike ring. 
Under the adjutant’s order the chief 
bugler sounded “ boots aud saddles.” 
As the notes of the bugle fell upon the 
camp the cavalrymen thrust their heads 
out of their little “ put tents” and gave 
a cheer. 
W ithin a few minutes we were look­ 
ing back with lingering eyes upon our 
nice dry camp as we rode away in erne 
of the heaviest downpours of rain we 
had ever experienced. 
Reporting to the commander of our 
brigade, we were informed that General 
John Morgan, with hisdivision of “ reb­ 
el raiders,” was about to crom the 
Cumberland river (rn one of bis periodic­ 
al raids through Kentucky. 
This in 
formation was given to the troops and 
was received with tum ultuous cheers, 
as we were particularly anxious to have 
a tilt with Morgan’s men. 
Our regiment, the Seventh Ohio cav­ 
alry (I ,200 strong), was recruited in 
southern Ob to, in the counties I •order­ 
ing the Ohio river. A considerable por­ 
tion of General John Morgan's com­ 
mand was recruited from the counties 
of northern Kentucky, bordering the 
Ohio river directly opposite our homes. 
Thus wo were by no means strangers to 
each other and may be said to have been 
neighbors. 
Our rubber “ ponchos” were drawn 
tight over our shoulders as we took up 
our night march through the downpour 
of rain. 
By midnight we had come to 
Fishing creek, near Mill* Spring* Ky., 
the scene of General Thomas' victory 
aud ZollioofTnr's death. 
This mountain 
stream was sending down a torrent of 
water w ith boevy driftwood, against 
which no horse could stand, and was al­ 
together beyond fording, thus preclud­ 
ing our further progress that n ig h t We 
bivouacked as best we could till day­ 
lig h t when, under great difficulty, we 
forded the raging torrent with the low 
cf only (me horse—the rider being res­ 
cued by the ready banda of his com­ 
rades. 
Arriving at the Cumberland river 
above Burksville, we found Morgan 
with his division of cavalry occupying

Po*, a day 
or two we had skirmishing, “ give aud 
take,” The river was fordable in many 
places, and we did not expect to bold 
Morgan on the south bank of tho river 
if it was his desire to come over to our 
side, la fa c t we rather preferred that 
he should corno over. 
About July 4 
Morgan had found it possible to cross 
the river at numerous fords, aud we 
wore called in from our picket duty to 
join In tho pursuit 
This waa the start of Morgan's fa­ 
mous m id, which extended across the 
states of Kentucky, Indiana and C hia 
As soon as the raider chief took up his 
line of march r u th ward from the Cum­ 
berland river t. »officers iii command of 
the cavalry iii pursuit determined to fol­ 
low bim right in bis ow u trail if it led I 
f them even IV he state of Maine god not 
at any 
me to seek to lvad him off and 1 
not to be drawn aside on false scents 
for a single moment. 
* 
As 
Morgan 
proceeded 
northward 
across the state of Kentucky he ca mo 
across small garrisons of Federal troops 
guarding im portant places. 
At Green 
Stiver bn called upon Colonel Moore of 
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a Michigan regiment to surrender his 
fnr**«* to save the effusion of blood. This 
Federal officer replied that bis superior 
officer bad statuim-d bim at that point 
for the pur}*** of effusing blood, Slid 
the effusion would I < gin right away lf 
Morgan desired. 
Morgan aesc* pied the 
challenge aud made the attack, and one 
of his own brothers was killed at this 
point. 
Morgan did not have tim e to 
continue the attack and withdrew, con- j 
tinning his march northward, with our 
pursuing force “ pushing him along. ' j 
We expected Morgan to turn cast before 
striking the Ohio river, but iii this we 
were tni.-takeu, as upon arriving at 
Brandenburg, 
some IO miles below ( 
Louisville, be Heired passing steamboats 
and landed bis fore* in Indiana. 
Fol­ 
lowing bis trail, we reached Brauden- J 
burg just in time to sec Morgan's rear 
guard disappear over the river batik, go­ 
ing north in Indiana. 
His rear guard 
stopped long enough to wave their huts 
at os aud bid us goodby. 
The steam­ 
boats they had used in crossing were at 
that moment bursting into flames and 
burned to the w ater's edge, tied fast to 
the Indiana ‘•bore. 
Other steamboats were hurriedly ob 
taiued. and our pursuing force hastily 
transferred across the river, meu and 
boree* being tumbled aboard the boat* 
la quick order and tumbled off the beati 
as quickly when on the other side. 
The app* a ranee of Morgan's meu cm 
the north Rink of the Ohio river created 
consternation in Indiana and Ohio. The 
governor of Indiana called out the home 
guard to the numb* r of 50,000, aud a* 
Morgan's advance turned toward Ohio 
the governor of the Buckeye Blate called 
60,000"squirrel hunters” into th© field 
At Corydon, Iud., the Homa guards 
gave th© invaders a brisk little battle 
and delay**! their advance for a brief 
time. 
General Hobson ’a pursuing col-1 
Ullin, of which th© Beveuth Ohio caval­ 
ry wa* a part, arrived at Corydon witbiu 
a few hour* after Morgan’s departure. 
The citizens of Indiana received ne with 
the greatest enthusiasm, and from th© 
time of our arrival at Corydon until th© 
mid of our march at Bo thug ton 1-laud, 
O., a distance of about 300 miles, our 
line « f ii arch was between two lilies of 
people occupying each side of the road 
—men, 
women aud children—laden 
with good things for us to eat, the prin­ 
cipal article being fried chicken. 
In 
truth aud literally there was 600 miles 
of fried chicken I 
I 
It would seem that the telegraph had 
announced our coming iu Morgan’s 
rear, aud at this announcement every 
man, woman aud child in Indians and. 
OI to had begun to fry chickens for nu— , 
though I desire to say here that we did 
not belong to the colored troop*—as the 
best thing they had to offer na. At first 
this article of diet was acceptable, but 
600 mile* of fried chicken wa* more 
than we could stand! We begged the 
good people to telegraph ahead to stop 
this awful slaughter of chickens for our 
benefit and provide some hard hack and 
salt pork or they would kill us by their 
well meant kindness, 
In our procession of 300 miles be 
tween this double Hue of excited and 
patriotio citizens, these tens of thou* I 
sands of citizens greeted us with one J 
song, aud cm*7 one song. always the 
same—viz, r Rally Round the Flag, < 
Boys. ” 
Th»s we heard by day aud j 
night, aud it is related tha* after the 
raid was over our commanded General ■ 
I loosen, was taken sick with bn in fever, 
was confined to his bed tenon .y ill and 
in his delirium insisted upon singing 
“ Rally Round the Flag, Boys." 
It mils, ' *» beam* iu mind that iu 
Morgan’s ria© across three states Iu 15 
dny^ ho swept his lino of march, and 
for some distance on each side, absolute­ 
ly clean of horses, giving his own com­ 
mand frequent remounts, but leaving 
uh, his pursuers, entirely without re­ 
mount for the whole distance 
Boiled 
down to few words, Morgan’s force 
had two horses for every man, while 
Hobson bad two men to ouch sadly worn 
horse. 
Morgan’s form when it started 
from the Cumberland river was exceed­ 
ingly well mounted, having some of 
tho best blooded horses from Kentucky 
—horses capable of long and rapid 
march©*. He set the “ pegs” for us aud 
set them high every day 
The longest 
march made by Morgan'* command at 


one stretch was PO miles in 24 hour*, 
this being the jump he made from a 
point in Indiana west of Cincinnati to 
Williamsburg, CL, on til© east of Cin­ 
cinnati, 
Morgan's fore© did not exceed 2,500 
troop* rs w hen he invaded the states 
north of the Ohio river, pood bl y 500 
less. 
I th in k 2.000 would be a fair fig­ 
ure to name for the number of troops 
he led into Indiana. 
Our march across tb© state of Ohio 
was iu many ways painful, as our 
bors*-a were failing rapidly. 
Twenty- 
two hours’ marching out of each 24 was 
more than they could stand in their ex­ 
hausted condition. Our ambulance hod 
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r n zen; a rn iu d av so t* cfd or ii comino. 
been dropped long ago, but our medical 
officers, mounted on the am bn lance 
horses, were with us. 
| 
We were now at home iu southern 
Ohio, aud many of the troopers of our 
regiment parsed their own doorsteps. J 
stopping only loug enough to kiss the 
members of their families, aud for a 
brief m inute listen to their song of} 
"R ally Round the Flag, Boys,” and 
partake of some more fried chicken. 
At Blk* ton, < L, the home guards had 
delayed Morgan s advance, aud we be­ 
gun to pick up some of his strugglers. 
It locked now an though we might 
witbiu a few hours more overtake him 
aud iring him to bay. 
On the Is th of July, our regiment, 
with the Second Ohio cavalry and th© 
Eighth Michigan cavalry, all under th© 
command of Colonel A. Y. Kant*, was 
pushed ahead of Hobson s column, and 
at daylight of July IP struck Morgan s 
command in th© valley of the Uh in river 
near Buffington Islam), win re the en­ 
emy had I lee ii delayed by fogs, waiting 
for daylight to eros* the Ohio river. At 
th© moment of our arrival the forces of 
General Judah had also arrived, com­ 
ing up the valley of the Ohio river, 
while we debouched from th© river bills, 
and th© guultonts were holding tho fords 
of th© Ohio river. 
We were ordered to attack imraedi- 
ately, and nuder Colonel G arrard’s di­ 
rection*! I rode back along the Hue of 
tho Seventh Ohio cavalry, ordering the 
companies formed into columns of fours. 
Our numbers were few, aud I remember 
Lieutenant Bani B. Johnson, who com­ 
manded Company M of our regiment, 
told me that he bad only one set of 
fours. 
Captain W illiam T. Burton of 
Company B bad four or five sets of 
fours. 
Of cur entire regiment, HOO or 
POO strong wbeu we started from the 
Cum ber laud river, we did not now 
show up over 200 men, the remainder 
having been dismounted by reason of 
disabled hors* %«ud scattered along our 
brail for a distance of 500 miles, 
When the “ guidons” of General 
Hobson’h advance fluttered iu the breeze J 
of the Ohio valley that July morning, 
Generals Morgan aud Duke know that 
the jig was up. 
We formed within 
plain night of Morgan’s force, aud with 
but dight resistance to the Federal at­ 
tack Morgan’s entire force fled in dis­ 
order. 
We pursued as rapidly as the 
condition of our poor horses would per- \ 
mil and many of the enemy seeing that 
further effort was useless, their supply 
of aiunumitiuii > 
ag lmarly exhausted, 
surrendered the; 
lid there. 
After our pu/ fit at th is point had 
sensed a flag J 
truce w as brought to 


Colonel Garrard by a Confederate offi­ 
cer, who stated that Colonel Howard 
Smith aud a few other officers aud 
men of Morgan’s command were in the 
woods near by, having been cut off from 
their command, and knowing the use­ 
lessness of further effort would surren­ 
der if an officer was sent to receive them. 
Adjutant Allen and Lieutenant McCol- 
gen of th© Seventh Ohio cavalry were 
stmt to receive them and escort them to 
our lines. 
Od the way to receive these Confed­ 
erates they were met coming to our 
lines under escort of a sergeant of the 
Eighth Michigan cavalry whom they 
accidentally met in th© wood* These 
prisoners were received by the writer of 
these lines, who was greatly surprised 
to learn that General Basil Duke, Mor­ 
gan’a chief lieutenant, was in company 
with Colonel Howard Smith. 
General 
Duke bore himself with dignity, and I 
would not have knowu that I had him 
with the other prisoners if one of his 
own men had not accidentally disclosed 
his identity to me. 
One (rf the Confed­ 
erate officers with General Duke gave 
me a little Confederate flag about the 
tic© of two bands. I accepted this little 
flag and asked the officer his name. He 
replied, “ Captain Hines.” I have the 
little flag yet. “ He jests at scars that 
never felt a wound. ” This quotation 
suggests itself by reasnu of the fact 
that under (tie varying fortunes of war, 
some months after the events written 
of in tho foregoing, iu a sharp cavalry 
engagement in east Tennessee, I found 
myself a prisoner of war in the hands 
(rf the Fourth Kentucky cavalry, cue of 
Morgan’s regiments. 
The prisoners captured by the Seventh 
Ohio cavalry near Buffington Island 
were turned over to the Federal officer 
iu charge of prisoners at Cheshire, CL, 
and with this our connection with the 
Morgau raid ended, General Morgau 
himself was not captured until some 
days later, b it th© raid ended at Buf­ 
fington Islaud, and 
the 
subsequent 
flight of Morgan with his detachment 
of a few hundred men did not avail him 
anything. 
From the time of Morgan’s landing 
tai th© Indiana side of the Ohio river 
until th© surrender at Buffington Is­ 
laud not less than 
IOO,(HJO m ilitia 
comprising the “ Home guard” were 
called into the field to “ suppress him .” 
Th© fore© of veterans under General 
Hobson who 
pursued Morgau from 
“ start to finish” comprised about 3,000 
cavalry. 
Morgan gave us “ a good m u 
for our niom y,” but we got there iu 
spit© of all hi* efforts to prevent ca 
One can but admire the dash, skill 
and courago of Morgan aud Duke which 
enabled them to lead their 2,000 troop 
era on such a raid. 
Soon after the doe© of this raid our 
regiment, the Seventh Ohio cavalry,

On Memorial 
day in 18@5 
Mrs. 
Sarah Bowen of Hoboken paid ber an­ 
nual visit to Cypress Hills cemetery to 
decorate her 
husband's grave. 
Mrs. 
Bowen was in such poor, almost indi­ 
gent, circumstance* that even the trip 
to Brooklyn, not reckoning the money 
expended for flowers, was a strain on 
ber slender resources. She was a veter­ 
an’s widow, and the |8 a month pen­ 
sion allowed ber on that account by the 
national government was all she had to 
support herself and an invalid daughter. 
Nevertheless, she bad performed ber ob­ 
ligations to the memory of the brave for 
13 consecutive years with religious de­ 
votion. 
When she arrived on the ground on 
this occasion, ber nervous system re­ 
ceived such a shock that she was obliged 
to lean against a railing adjacent to 
save herself from falling.

An Incident That Pleases Men Who 
Have Seen Smiling Men Fight. 


It w as in January, 1894, that the 
civil w ar in Brazil was coming to a cli­ 
max in the harbor at Rio. 
A dm iral da 
G am a of the insurgents was in the h ar­ 
bor w ith several ships-of-war. Tho gov­ 
ernm ent held the city, butw liilo the in ­ 
surgent adm iral held the w ater no ship­ 
ping could go up to tho front as long as 
he said it couldn’t, and ho said n a 
V arious governments were affected by 
tiffs em bargo—“ blockade” tile adm iral 
called it. 
G reat B ritain was concerned 
chiefly, but the U nited states was a 
good second, w ith G erm any and other 
nations as Well. 
Europe looked to A m erica to do some­ 
thing in the m atter aud was naturally 
diffident about interfering in family 
rows on this sido of the w ater. 
At last 
A dm iral Bonham was scut down to take 
charge of tho U nited States fleet iii Rio 
harbor. The flagship was the San F ran ­ 
cisco, and on Sunday, Jan. 28, A dm iral 
Benham called on his captains to come 
aboard. 
Among them was Commander 
Brown son of the D etroit. It is said that 
after the conference this commander 
cam e back to his ship sm iling. However 
th a t may he, ho certainly smiled next 
m orning. Ju st after 5 o’clock that even 
jug— it was calin as could be, almost— 
tho Yankee naval ships were seen to be 
in a hustle. 
The canvas aw nings faded 
aw ay, and in the night certain sounds 
w ere heard aboard them , at which v ari­ 
ous listeners put their hands cup shaped 
behind their ears to listen harder.

tho m orning of the 29th there was a 
change in the appearance of the Yankee 
fleet. 
It had taken off its ooat, w aist 
coat aud shirt, so to speak, and was ju st 
eying itself when day dawned to see 
how good its training bad been. 
The insurgent ships Aquidaban and 
Tam andare were up the bay above Vi 
ana island w ith th eir cables short 
ready to trip. The T rajano and Guana 
bara’ as well as the fleet of armed tugs, 
w ere crowded w ith men from the gar 
risons of Cobras and Villegaigou. 
The 
JLiberdade flew the little blue ensign 
for A dm iral de G am a was aboard her, 
lying w ith the T rajano and G nanabara lin g loan* 
north of Enchados island, a few yards lance Society, 
from the American bark Amy, one of 
the boats kept out by the blockade. The 
P arahyba was lying w ith its teeth, so 
to speak, at tho throat of the Yankee 
barkentine Good News.

Com m ander Brownson. And the greasy 
black muzzles of the D etroit’s broadside 
aud tho two pivot guns swung around, 
looking bigger and bigger every mo 
m aut, till they stopped, leveled at the 
cruiser.

how. We were light hearted youngster*, 
and "home" wa* wherever night over­ 
took na 
In a lull of the atomi the quick gallop 
of a courier wa* heard. 
In nu instant 
be reined ap at the tent of our com­ 
mander, Colonel Israel Garrard of the 
Seventh Ohio cavalry, to whom he 
handed an order, which read: "Yon 
will report for duty with your regiment 
within erne hour from receipt of this or­ 
der, your troop* to be supplied with 
two da va* rations and 40 rounds of am­ 
munition per man, one ambulance to 
accompany your regiment" Tilt* order 
had a businesslike ring. 
Under the adjutant'* order the rhlef 
bugler sounded "boots aud saddle*." 
At the notes of the bugle fell upon the 
camp the cavalrymen throat their heads 
oat of their little "put tents" and gave 
a cheer. 
Within a few minute* we were look­ 
ing hack with lingering eyes upon our 
Dice dry camp aa we rode away in one 
of the heaviest downpours of rain we 
bad ever experienced. 
Reporting to the commandeer of our 
brigade, we wore informed that General 
John Mnrgau, with hisdivision of "reb­ 
el raider*," was about to cross the 
CnmlierUnd river on one of his periodic­ 
al raids through Kentucky 
This in­ 
formation was given to the troops and 
wa* received with tumultuous cheer*, 
aa we were particularly anxious to have 
a tilt with Morgan's men. 
Our regiment, the Seventh Ohio cav­ 
alry (1,300 strong), wa* recruited in 
southern Ohio, in the comities border­ 
ing the Ohio river. A considerable por­ 
tion of General John Morgan's com­ 
mand was recruited from the counties 
of northern Kentucky, bordering the 
Ohio river directly opposite our bontee. 
Thus we were by no means strangers to 
each other and may be Mild to have been 
neighbor*. 
Our rubber "ponchos" were drawn 
tight over our should* rn aa w«- took up 
our night march through the downpour 
of rain. 
By midnight we had come to 
Fishing week, rn ar Mills Springs, Ky., 
the scone of General Thomas' victory 
and Zollicoffar's death. 
This mountain 
stream was sending down a torrent of 
water with heavy driftwood, against 
which no horse could stand, and was al­ 
together beyond fording, thns preclud­ 
ing our further progress that night We 
bivouacked as best we could till day­ 
light wheat under great difficulty, we 
forded the raging torrent vs ith the Iota 
of only one boree— the rider being res­ 
cued by tho ready hands of his com­ 
rades. 
Arriving at the Cumberland river 
above Larksville, we found Morgan 
with his division of cavalry occupying

the so* th bank of the river. 
Fo. a day 
or two we had skirmishing, "give and 
take." The river va* fordable in many 
places, and we did not expect to hold 
Morgan on the south bank of the river 
if it was his desire to come over to our 
side. In fact we rather preferred that 
he should come over. 
About July 4 
Morgan had found it possible to cross 
the river at numerous fords, and we 
were called iu from our pioket duty to 
join in the pursuit 
This was the start of Morgan’s fa­ 
mous raid, which extended across the 
states of Kentucky, Indiana and Ohio. 
As soon as the raider chief took aphis 
line of march p jrthwnrd from the Cum­ 
berland river t. 3 officers in command of 
the cavalry in pursuit determined to fol­ 
low him right in his own trail if it led 
them even to*He state of Mainegad not. 
at any 
me to seek to h ad him off and 
not to be drawn aside on false scents 
for a single moment. 
As 
Morgan 
proceeded 
northward 
across the state of Kentucky be came 
across small garrisons of Federal troops 
guarding important places. 
At Green 
Miter bo called upon Colonel Moore of 
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* Michigan regiment to surrender his 
force to save the effusion of blood. This 
Federal officer replied that bis superior 
officer bad etatiisoed bim at that point 
for the purpose of effusing blood, aud 
the effusion would begin right away if 
Morgan desired. 
Morgan accepted the 
challenge aud made the attack, and one 
of hi* own brothers wa* killed at this 
point. 
Morgan did not have time to 
continue the attack and withdrew, am- j 
tinning his march northward, with our 
pursuing force "pushing him along." | 
We expected Morgan to turn east before 
striking the Ohio river, but iii this we 
were mistaken, as upon arriving at 
Brand' til arg, 
some 40 miles below > 
Louisville, be seined passing steamboats 
and landed hi* force in Indiana. 
Fol­ 
lowing hi* trail, we reached Broaden-1 
burg just in tune to see Morgan's rear 
guard disappear over the river bank, go­ 
ing north in indiana. 
His rear guard 
stopped long enough to wave their hats 
at os and bid us goodby. 
The steam­ 
boats they had ated in crowing were at 
that moment burning into flames and 
burned to the water’s edge, tied fast to 
the Indiana shore. 
Other steamboat* were hurriedly ob­ 
tained. and our pursuing force hastily 
tran*ferred across the river, men aud 
bors*'* being tumbled aboard the boats 
in quick order aud tumbled off the beati 
as quickly when on the other side. 
The appt arar,ce of Morgan's men cm 
the north bank of the Ohio river created 
con sterna lion in Indiana and Ohio. The 
governor of Indiana calla! out the home 
guard to the number of 60,000, aud as 
Morgan's advance turned toward Ohio 
the governor of the Buckeye estate called 
60,000 "squirrel hunters" into the Acid 
At Corydon, Iud., the Home guards 
gave the invaders a brisk little battle 
and delayed their advance for a brief 
time. 
General Hobson’* pursuing col-1 
unin, of which the Seventh Ohio caval­ 
ry was a part, arrived at Corydon within 
a few hour* after Morgan's departure. 
The citizen* of Indiana received us with 
the greatest enthusiasm, and from the 
ti lur of our urinal at (airy don until th© 
end of our march at Buffington Island, 
O., a distance ai about 300 miles, our 
line t f n arch was between two line* of 
people occupying each side of the road 
—men, 
women and children—laden 
with good things for u* to cat, the prin­ 
cipal article being fried chicken. 
In 
truth aud literally there was 600 miles 
of fried chicken I 
I 
It would seem that the telegraph had 
announced our ooining iu Morgan** 
rear, and at this announcement every 
man, woman aud child iii Indiana and ( 
Ohio had begun to fry chickens for us— ; 
though I desire to say bere that we did 
not belong to the colored troop*—a* the 
best thing they had to offer u*. At first 
this article of diet wa* acceptable, but 
600 miles of fried chicken wa* more 
than we could stand! We begged the 
good people to telegraph a beati to stop 
this awful slaughter of chickens for our 
benefit and provide some hard ‘ack and 
salt pork or they would kill us by their 
well meant kindness. 
Iu our procession of 300 miles be­ 
tween this double line of excited and 
patriotic citizens, these tens of thou­ 
sand* of citizen* greeted us with one 
song, and on’y one gong, always the 
same—viz, * Rally Round the Flag, 
Boys," 
Tips we heard by day aud 
night, aud it is related tba* after the 
raid was over our commando General 
Hobson, was taken sick with bn rn fever, 
was confined to his bedserioo .y ill aud 
in his delirium insisted upon singing 
"Rally Round the Flag, Boy*." 
It nim?, 
borne in mind that in 
Morgan’s rice aero** throe statos in 15 
dayVs he swept his lino of march, and 
for some distance on each side, absolute­ 
ly clean of horses, giviug his own com­ 
mand frequent remounts, out leaving 
us, his pursuers, entirely without re­ 
mount for the whole distance. 
Boiled 
down to few words, Morgan’* force 
had two horse* for every man, while 
Hobson had two men to oach sadly worn 
homo. 
Morgan’* force when it started 
from the Cumberland river was exceed­ 
ingly well mounted, having some of 
the best blooded horses from Kentucky 
—horses capable of long and rapid 
marches, He set the "pegs" for us aud 
set them high every day. 
The longest 
march made by Morgan's command at 


cute stretch wa* 1*0 mile* in 24 hours, 
this being th© jump he made from a 
point in Indiana west of Cincinnati to 
Williamsburg, (J,, on tho east of Cin­ 
cinnati. 
Morgan’• force did not exceed 2,600 
troopers when he invaded the state* 
north of the Ohio river, possibly 600 
leas. 
I think 2,000 would be a fair fig­ 
ure to name for the number of troops 
he led into Indiana. 
Our march aero** the stat© of Ohio 
wa* in many ways painful, a* our 
bom** were failing rapidly. 
Twenty- 
two hours* marching out of each 24 wa* 
more than they could stand iu their ex­ 
hausted condition. Our ambulance had

been dropped long ago, but our medical 
officers, mounted on the ambulance 
horses, wen with us. 
We were now at home in southern 
Ohio, aud many of the troopers of our 
regiment passed their own doorstep* 
stopping only long enough to kiss the 
member* of their families, and for a 
brief minute listen to their song of 
"R ally Round the Flag, Boy*," and 
partake of some more fried chicken. 
At Pik> ton, O., the home guards had 
delayed Morgan’s advance, aud we be­ 
gun to pick up some of hi* straggler*. 
It looked now at- though we might 
within a few hours more overtake him 
aud bring him to bay. 
Gn the I Mb < f July, our regiment, 
with the Second Ohio cavalry and the 
Eighth Michigan cavalry, all under the 
command of Colonel A. V. Kautz, was 
pushed ahead of Hobson's column, and 
at daylight of July ID struck Morgan’s 
command in the valley of the Ohio river 
near Buffington Island, where the en­ 
emy had been delayed by fogs, waiting 
for daylight to cross the Ohio river. At 
the moment of onr arrival tho force* of 
General Judah had also arrived, com­ 
ing up the valley of the Ohio river, 
while we debouched from tho river hills, 
aud the gunboats were bolding the ford* 
of tho Ohio river. 
We were ordered to attack immedi­ 
ately, aud under Colonel G arrard’s di­ 
rection* I rode back along the Hue of 
the Seventh Ohio cavalry, ordering the 
companies formed into column* of four*, j 
Our numbers were few. aud I rem em ber; 
Lieutenant 8am B. Johnson, who com- J 
mauded Company M of our regiment, i 
told me that he had i>uly one set of 
four*. 
Captain W illiam T. Burton of I 
Company B bad four or five sets of j 
fours. 
Of our entire regiment, 800 orJ 
900 strong when we started from the j 
Cumberland river, we did uot now 
show up over 200 men, the remainder | 
having been dismounted by reason of 
disabled horst/ ^ud scattered along our 
trail for a distance of 500 miles. 
When the "guidon*" of General 
Hobson’s advance flattered in the breeze 
of the Ohio valley that July morning, 
Generals Morgau aud Duke knew that 
the jig was up. 
We formed within 
plain sight of Morgan's force, and with 
but dight resistance to the Federal at­ 
tack Morgan’s entire force fled in dis­ 
order. 
We pursued as rapidly as the 
condition of onr poor horses would per­ 
mit and many of the enemy seeing that 
further effort was useless, their supply 
of ammunition > 
ug nearly exhausted, 
surrendered the:, 
lid there. 
After our pu/ fit at this point had 
ceased a flag * 
truce was brought to 
V ii ... 
.... 


Colonel Garrard by a Confederate offi­ 
cer, who statod that Colonel Howard 
Smith aud a 
few other officers aud 
men of Morgan’s command were in the 
woods m ar by, having been cut off from 
their command, aud knowing the use­ 
lessness of further effort would surren­ 
der if an officer was *eut to receive them. 
Adjutant Allen and Lieutenant McCol- 
gen of the Seventh Ohio cavalry were 
rout to receive them and escort them to 
our line*. 
On the way to receive these Confed­ 
erates they were met coming to our 
line* under escort of a sergeant of the 
Eighth Michigan cavalry whom they 
accidentally met in the woods. 
Thee© 
prisoner* were received by the writer of 
these lines, who wa* greatly surprised 
to l<*ani that General Basil Duke, Mor­ 
gan's chief lieutenant, was in company 
with Colonel Howard .Smith. General 
Duke bore himself with dignity, and I 
would uot have known that I had him 
with the other prisoner* if one of his 
own men bad not accidentally disclosed 
hi* identity to me. 
One of the Confed­ 
erate officers with General Duke gave 
me a little Confederate flag about the 
six*1! of two hands. I accepted this little 
flag and asked the officer hi* name. He 
replied, "Captain Hines. " I have the 
little flag yet. "He jests at scar* that 
never felt a wound." This quotation 
suggests itself by reason of the fact 
that under the varying fortune* of war, 
sonic months after the event* written 
of in tho foregoing, in a sharp cavalry 
engagement in east Tennessee, I found 
myself a prisoner of war in the hands 
of the Fourth Kentucky cavalry, one of 
Morgan’s regiment*. 
The prisoners captured by the Seventh 
Ohio cavalry near Buffington Island 
were turned over to the Federal officer 
iu charge of prisoner* at Cheshire, O., 
and with this our connection with the 
Morgan raid ended. General Morgau 
himself wa* uot captured until some 
days later, bat the raid ended at Buf­ 
fington Island, and 
the 
subsequent 
flight of Morgan with his detachment 
of a few hundred men did not avail him 
anything. 
From the time of Morgan's landing 
on the Indiana side of the Ohio river 
until the surrender at Buffington Is­ 
land uot less than 
100,000 militia 
comprising the "Home guard" were 
called into the field to "suppress him." 
The force of veterans under General 
Hobson who 
pursued Morgau from 
"start to finish" comprised about 3,000 
cavalry. Morgan gave us "a good run 
for our money," but we got there in 
spite of all hi* efforts to prevent us.

we had on the Morgan raid.

"This is my explanation," said tin 
gentleman after a pause. 
"My name if 
Charles J. Gray—Judge Gray I am 
called in South Carolina—aud I am an 
ex-Confederate soldier. 
I belonged to 
the Montgomery guards and served in 
the Army of Northern Virginia the last 
two years of the w ar. 
Yon mast know 
—though perhaps you don’t—that some 
times Federal aud Confederate soldiers 
in tile field were excellent friends, es 
peeially when doing outpost duty to­ 
gether, if I may use such a word. It of­ 
ten occurred that nothing but a fence 
separated our sentinels aud that, instead 
of firing at each other, we chatted so­ 
ciably aud exchanged views on the situ 
atiou.

I 
was utterly exhausted and would have

"*“ .r fellow," said the widow, com­ 
miserating uot the elegant gentleman 
in front of her, but the ragged, war­ 
worn soldier of one aud thirty years 
ago; "it was terrible." 
"It was, madam. 
I told my Yankee 
enemy that I was ready to drop aud 
begged him uot to take advantage of 
me. 
Ho laughed. 
" ‘.sit down on that stone,’ be said, 
’lean your back against the fence and 
sleep. I’ll wake yon up when your re 
! lief comes along. ’ 
"It may seem incredible but I took 
his advice, tun* placing my life in the 
KftnHa of a foe and a stranger.

" 'Jump up, Tohnuy, ’ he said, 'my 
relief is comiur,. •You are all right, for 
I received your officer of th® guard go­ 
ing his rounds aud he gave mo the 
countersign without suspicion. 
I guess 
all the poor fellows like you are half 
asleep or tney would have discovered 
the trick. Now don’t go to sleep again, 
old man. Goodby. ’ 
"It appears while the Confederate j 
night officer was appproaching, 
Ned 
Bowen, heaven rest him. jumped over 
the fence and, failing to wake me up, 
took my rifle and challenged, thus pine-

ing bis life in imminent peril. 
When 
half an hoar later I got back to the 
guard tent, I learned that two other 
sentinels had been found asleep on their 
posts. 
They were shot next morning, 
aud now, madam, yon will, I trust, be 
no longer surprised at this monument I 
have erected to ray preserver." 
The widow extended her baud, while 
tears of pride aud emotion rolled down 
her face. 
"God bless you,” she said; "you 
have a noble heart,” 
Next day Mrs. Bowen received a let­ 
ter inclosing a treasury note for 11,OOO, 
aud since then on the first day of every 
month she gets a check on the First Na­ 
tional bauk of Atlanta for |50.

Frank came to me and said: ‘Andy, I 
am going to be killed tomorrow. I know 
that I will be shot early in the fight.' 
I laughed at hi* fears, but he said he 
wa* telling the troth. 
I finally became 
convinced myself that he may have had 
a premonition and importuned him not 
to go into the battle. 
He said it would 
uot do for him to get a sick leave, even 
if hi* health was bad—be was just 
about sick—for the boys would call bim 
a coward. 
A braver boy never lived, 
and I told him so. I finally got his con­ 
sent to let me go to the lieutenant colo­ 
nel aud get him detailed for headquar­ 
ters work during the coming engage­ 
ment. 
I did so, being frank with the 
colonel aud telling him everything. He 
at once granted the request aud wrote 
out the desired order. 
I gave it to 
Frauk that night and thought he wa* 
safe. The next morning, however, he re­ 
fused to obey and insisted that if be 
failed to go into battle with the rest of 
us the boys would question his bravery 
We wcut into the engagement, aud 
Frank fell dead at the first volley from 
the enemy.”
